Dear Editor, 

When canvassing for the recently 
held District Council elections many is- 
sues were raised which are of deep 
concern to the people of the Village. 

After the development of the Tesco 
Extra their contractors left the entrance 
to the Village in a very poor state, par- 
ticularly the footpaths and verges, when 
re-aligning the roundabout. The roads 
were left ina mess and have never been 
re-instated to a manner which befits the 
Village. The environmental pollution 
issues from the Tesco Extra, which the 
people of Gladeside and Robin Close 
in particular have to suffer, are noise, 
pollution and rubbish. What needs to 
be done at a minimum is a bank to be 
constructed to reduce the noise and rub- 
bish pollution similar to the mound out- 
side the School. Maybe Tesco Extra 
with their goodwill would like to address 
this problem? 

Another eyesore is the burnt out 
former Information Centre/Barber’s 
shop which will soon be demolished and 
hopefully developed to enhance the en- 
trance to the village. 

Finally, local people do not want the 
new settlement at Oakington and Long- 
stanton. This was a mandate I fought 
on and am still fighting. The Conserva- 
tive County Council made little effort 
to stop this development and have 
steered this proposal through as the 
only option, for this massive develop- 
ment which could be 10,000 houses in 
total. Bar Hill has just settled down af- 
ter 30 years of difficulties. 

WE DO NOT WANT AN- 
OTHER SETTLEMENT on our 
doorstep, particularly with ‘Cam- 
bourne’ being developed, which is 
prone to all the problems of traffic con- 
gestion, which can only get worse. This 
is having a knock on effect with all the 
surrounding communities. 

We must try to stop this develop- 
ment, sense must prevail.

Do you have a young person in your 
family who is between 16-18 years old?

The scheme is run by Cambridgeshire 
Trading Standards Dept, in partnership 
with other agencies. Its aim is to assist 
retailers in ensuring that certain goods 
are not sold to people who are too 
young to make those purchases. If you

E-Mail & Letter Scams 

We are aware of a number of scams 
whereby e-mails or letters have been 
received, sometimes from abroad, that 
induce you - by promises of financial 
reward - to make contact. The inten- 
tion is to obtain your banking details and 
then attempt to extract money from the 
account. If you receive an e-mail of 
this nature, we would strongly advise 
you not to enter into any correspon- 
dence with the sender, under any cir- 
cumstances.

I have been the Community Beat 
Officer (or ‘manager’ to give me my 
new title) for about 8 months now and 
have not, as yet, submitted an article to 
the Bar Hill News.

The second point is that I will be 
starting a Police surgery on the 6" June 
at the Parish Council offices (Portacabin 
in the Village Hall car park) between 
lpm and 3pm. If you have any ques- 
tions or queries please come along and 
ask me and I will try to help.

Cat Flaps 

Do you have a cat flap? There have 
been a few reports recently whereby 
offenders have'teached into a cat flap 
cither to open a door, or to steal keys 
which were within reach, in order to 
open a door or steal a vehicle. If you 
have a cat flap - make sure keys, and 
other locking mechanisms used, are out 
of reach should anyone put their hand 
through. If possible it is advisable to lock 
or bolt the cat flap when it is not in use!
